It is unfor­ 
tunate that in this age of art culture that 
the State capital of a great common­ 
wealth should be daubed over with a lot 
of cheap painting, 
We are informed by 
good authority that the parties who took 
the contract for painting the State House 
have sublett the work of painting seven 
historical pannel paintings for the enor­ 
mous sum of one thousand dollars for the 
lot! A sort of a job lot, truly. 
What 
rare works of art we should behold on 
the walls of our State House. 
Here will 
appear paintings at a cost of eighteen 
hundred dollars a dozen where should be 
seen works of art costing not less than 
three thousand dollars each. 
Further 
comment upon the manner in which our 
State House is being painted is not nec­ 
essary. 
The News has the following dis­ 
patch from Sprinfield on this subject. 
“ By the removal of the scaffolding which 
has for several weeks very seriously ob­ 
structed access to the offices of the officials 
in the State House a view of the decora­ 
tion of the ceilings in the halls and cor­ 
ridors was afforded to the public for the 
first time to-day. 
The work, is of the 
gaudiest imaginable description, and not 
of a style ordinarily adopted for such 
places as corridors. 
The colors are very 
delicate, and include all the hues of the 
rainbow, and almost every conceivable 
variation of the same, with an abundance 
of cheap gilt, bronze and silver stencil 
work. 
The result is that the halls are 
vastly more objectionable than the Su­ 
preme court room, which has been so fre­ 
quently criticised, but the work lacks the 
artistic merit and evidences of elegant 
workmanship which made the frescoing 
o£ tbe court room so expensive.”

F riend Shaw .—Leaving Fort Worth 
last Monday' evcaing on a local train for 
! Colorado city we arrived there at 10 p. m. 
The country, the- farther west you go, 
from Fort Worth gradually gets poorer 
and poorer until it is but little less than a 
complete desert 
with scattering sage 
brush and various kinds of cactus; some 
of which grow to be fifteen to twenty feet 
high and fifteen inches through, and they 
look at a distance like large post, or 
stakes, which, I supposed gave the plains 
of western Texas the name of the Staked 
Plains. 
Colorado and Abaline are about 
the size of Dixon. 
Abaline is the last 
town of any size until we got to El Paso, 
where we staid a day to « ee that place and 
the old Mexican town of Paso Del Norte, 
across the Rio Grande River, which Is not 
one-quarter as large as the Rock River. 
Tbe old town with its Adobe houses, its 
irrigation ditches and its strange inhabi­ 
tants is a great curiousity to us. 
They 
have walls of Adobe for fences, street 
cars connect the old with the new towns 
and there seems to be considerable busi­ 
ness going on, but I cannot see what will 
support El Paso, for the country is miser­ 
able. 
But it is improving and property 
in town is high priced. 
Leaving there 
we changed cars again at Deming where 
the Sante Fe road comes in, passed across 
the Colorado river at Yuma, going through 
the South Pass at nine o’clock Thursday; 
from there it is down grade and we made 
rapid time; the country gradually getting 
better and better until we get to Calton 
wUeie it is fine and so op to this place, 
the ‘‘city of the Angels,” (Los Angeles 
in Spanish) and it is rightly named for if 
there is a perfect spot on earth I think it 
is not far from this place. 
The climate 
is like perpetual spring and all kinds of 
fruits and fiowers, trees and grain» that 
will grow any where will do so here. 
Oranges and lemons are so plenty that 
they are thick under the trees drying up; 
for nothing really rots in this couutry. 
This city has about forty thousand popu­ 
lation and very many splendid residences 
and business blocks. 
The country here 
for perhaps fifty miles square is nearly 
all good. From the new Richmond Hotel, 
six miles east of here, which is on top of 
a hill, you cau get the nicest view proba­ 
bly in the world. 
You can see the Sierra 
Madre mountains,Hrhich look, when it is 
smoky, like a big black bank of clouds in 
the east to the Coast Range, to the west a 
distance probably of forty or tifty miles 
and it is all like the garden of Eden. No 
one can describe it and 1 would not ad­ 
vise any on that is tied up in Illinois, or 
in fact any place I have ever seen, to come 
here for it will certainly make them dis­ 
satisfied; and I am really sorry that I have 
ever seen it, for that reason. 
Lands and 
lots are very high here. 
Lands ranging 
from fifty to one thousadd dollars per 
acre end lots in the small villages, like 
Pasadema, from two hundred dollars up. 
I saw yesterday an orange grove of six 
and three-quarter acres purchased in Jan­ 
uary for four thousand dollars, and a few 
days ago two acres were sold of it for the 
same as he paid for all. 
There are many 
such trades made here, as there is a regu­ 
lar boom just now’. 
I presume property 
can be bought a few years frorii now 
cheaper than at present; but perhaps I am 
mistaken for people that can get away 
from the east will keep coming and fill­ 
ing up the country. Each one here needs 
but a few acres. 
To look back over the 
road I would say that from Abaline to 
the South Pass, a distance of over a thous­ 
and miles, the country is absolutely good 
for nothing; not even grazing. 
You will 
see a few half starved cattle and for each 
little bunch of grass as large, perhaps, as 
your hand, there will be a square yard of 
perfectly bare sand or gravel. 
For wood 
people dig musqute roots and you can see 
cords of them at stations. 
There are 
mountains in sight nearly all the way; 
sometimes on one and sometimes on both 
sides, near or far. 
Some of the highest 
with snow on their tops; but generally 
barren piles of dirt. 
But few of them 
are rocky. 
Wheat and barley look well. 
Much of the grain is headed out.

Experience is everything, and sur­ 
roundings have considerable to do w ith the 
case. 
Ho you w ill find it in the m atter of 
tior.>es and their drivers. 
LEA UN TO KNOW THEIR MASTERS, 
“ The coachman in a w ealthy fam ily has 
sole charge of the horses, anil the greater 
l»art of his tim e is spent w ith them. 
They, 
in fact, lieeome companions, and they learn 
to know their m aster and what to expect of 
him. 
Now, if you w ill notice a 
round- 
faced, 
round-bellied, 
jolly-looking coach­ 
man, whose face is red and fu ll <*1 smiles, 
and then run your eye down the ribbons to 
his team, I w ill w arrant you, yo u 'll see a 
pair of fat, sleek, bealthy-looking horses. 
W atch them more and you w ill see that no 
2;4U gait is theirs. 
They amble contentedly 
along, and the d river doesn't w ant them to 
go any faster. 
Is good-natured and easy­ 
going. 
Ho are they. Doubtless those horses 
were once as frisky as most colts are, but 
their disposition was molded by their mas 
ter and companion. 
“ Next take a look at a sm all and nervous 
driver, 
who is sharp-featured, 
angular, 
cross, aggressive and thin-lipped. 
There 
y o u see the embodiment of nervousness, 
restlessness and discontent. He hasn't much 
control over his nerves, and they lead him a 
wretched life. 
W hen he is w ith his horses 
at the barn he gets roiled easily, and per­ 
haps now and then hits or kicks them. 
They grow nervous when he approaches the 
stall becausa they don’t know what to ex­ 
pect 
Lik e human beings, they fret and 
w orry their lie^h off and grow thin; they 
become nervous, 
fretful and full of fire; 
they champ and paw and are alw ays heated 
up w ith excitem ent 
W hen you enter the 
carriage they want to start off liefore you 
are ready. 
They can not stand still and be 
at ease. How different from the fat, healthy 
team? 
Is not the d river chargeable w ith 
this? 
Is it not reasonable to suppose that 
they partake of his character or disposition i 
1 think so, certainly. 
“ Now, in m a ny ca ses y ou will find m y 
theory very pla inly visible, while in others- 
y o u iu a y ha ve to look some tim e before see­ 
ing clea rly where tho rela tionship ha s a f ­ 
fected tho horses. 
“ 1 also observe that a white coa hraan has 
more control over *a horse than a colored 
man. The horse is not a dumb beast by any 
means; it is one of the most intelligent of 
anim als, and at times the intelligence of a 
horse is a kin to that of a human being. 
It 
takes a man w ith a good head to know how 
to properly La ndle them ."—Toledo Blade.
